LESS WORK FOR MORE MONEY 


According to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics there were in Canada in 1928, the 
last year for which figures are available, 
37,653 fewer cows than in 1925. But the 
value of dairy products produced in 
Canada in 1928 exceeded the value of 
production in 1925 by $12,761,702. 

Production of butter and cheese had 
fallen off, as compared with the 1925 
records. But 34,000,000 pounds more 
milk went into the production of ice 
cream and miscellaneous other pro- 
ducts, while Canadians consumed as 
milk 700,000,000 pounds more in 1928 
than in 1925. The total production of 
milk was thus larger and the prices ob- 
tained by the producers were better. 

The farmers fed and milked 37/653 
fewer cows, and got $12,761,702 more 
for the milk. Mr. Bennett says the in- 
dustry was ruined because the cows 
were fewer, quite regardless of the fact 
that the farmer collected more money. 
Mr. Bennett apparently measures the 
success of that industry by the number 
of cows the farmers have to look after. 
The farmers naturally measure its suc- 
cess by the number of dollars they get 
for the product. 


A DAY'S SHOOTINGS 


In British Columbia a game warden 
was shot dead by a man against whom 
he had laid a charge for infraction of the 
game laws; in Manitoba an aged farm- 
er was shot and killed by a youth who 
demanded his money and to whom the 
farmer offered a job; in Winnipeg a 
woman was shot by thieves when she 
entered a store while they were engaged 
in holding up the staff and robbing the 
till. These constitute the record’ of 
shootings last Saturday in the western 
provinces as reported in Monday's 
papers. ’ 

If anyone supposes that we have not 
in Canada a plentiful sprinkling of the 
kind of men who graduate into bandits, 
when they are given the chance, he can- 
not be a reader of the newspapers. Crime 
is not less prevalent in this country than 
it is in the United States because poten- 
tial criminals are not be be found in 
Canada. Life and property are safer 
here solely because the author of a 
crime is usually caught and punished. 
Despite that rule, crimes are frequent 
enough to stand as constant warnings 
that eternal vigilance is still the price of 
safety. 


A PRICE FORECAST 


The department of agriculture at 
Washington has issued a statement pre- 
dicting that wheat prices will range 
lower during the next seven years than 
they have during the last seven. The 
forecast is issued in order that it may 
be made the basis for a campaign, by 
farm leaders and government officials, 
to persuade the farmers of the United 
States to grow less wheat. Instead, the 
farmers are to be told, they should turn 
attention to more varied production, and 
depend upon finding buyers in the home 
market. 

Predicting market prices is a risky 
business; witness several million peo- 
ple in the United States and Canada 
who thought a year ago that they knew 
what wheat and several other commo- 
dities were going to be worth this year. 
Subsequent events have rather put pro- 
phecy at a discount in the commercial 
realm. But the officials at Washington 
should be in as good position as any- 
one to cast the horoscope in regard to 
wheat prices. 

Suppose they are right. It does not 
follow that the Canadian farmer must 
abandon hope of selling wheat abroad 
and turn to growing produce for gale 
exclusively in the home market. He 
could not do that in any case: for the 
reason that the home market could not 
possibly consume his products. But the 
Canadian farmer also has certain ad- 
vantages in growing wheat for export 
that the United States farmer has not 
and cannot secure. 

The Canadian farmer operates on 
land that is worth only a fraction of the 
cost of land in the United States. His 


deferred payments and interest, if the 
land is not entirely paid for, and his 
general overhead expenses, are corres- 
pondingly low. His taxes are low in

his United States contemporary. And 
it produces wheat of a kind that the 
United States farmer cannot produce; a 
kind which the millers of that country 
import and must continue to import if 
they are to make high-class flour. 

With equal advantages in the way 
of labor saving machinery, the Canadian 
farmer can produce wheat for export 
at a cost which the United States farm- 
er cannot approach. He can _ pro- 
duce more of it to the acre, and it is 
wheat of a quality that will sell in 
preference to United States wheat in any 
market—including the market of the 
United States. 

With these advantages, the Cana- 
dian wheat grower can continue to do 
business on a price basis that would 
“break” his competitor in the United 
States. If Washington is right, and it 
is to be a “buyers’ market” for the next 
decade, the Canadian farmer is in a po- 
sition to offer high grade wheat in large 
quantity at low production cost. And, 
thanks largely to the Dunning budget, 
he will enjoy a preference in the mar- 
ket of Great Britain over wheat from 
any country outside the British Empire.

We must utilize 
and develop the personality as it is, 
not force it unduly into a frame 
that doesn’t fit the picture. 

Charge No, 4: We have lost faith 
in ourselves, and that because we 
tend to accept as gospel and as a 
basis for reform principles enunci- 
ated by conflicting schools of psy- 
chology as universal keys to insight. 
The behavior!t denies consciousness, 
imaginary, heredity, psychistry and

Samuel Johnson Took Dirty Digs at Irish and Scotch 
and Lambasted Chesterfield, Richardson and Boswell 


“Boswell urged in favor of wine that it made a man forget all his cares. 


Much of the world’s best wisdom 
had been expressed at the dinner 


table—spoken and not written. But 
fortunately a great portion of it has 
been preserved. 

In the table-talk of the foremost 
wise-cracker of his day, the witty 
and instructive Samuel Johnson, 
compiler of a dictionary, and poet 
and essayist, such scintillating off- 
hand remarks as the following 
occurred; 

“There are few ways in which a 
man can be more innocently em- 
ployed ‘han in getting money 

“Patriotism is the last refure of 
a scoundre) 

“The Irish are a fair (just) peo- 
ple; they never spcak well of one 
another. 

“No man is a hypocrite in his 
pleasures 

“Muci may be made of a Scotch- 
man if he be caught young 

“If a man talks of his misfor- 
tunes there is something in them 
that is not disagreeable to him 

“A woman preaching is like a 


dog's walking on his hind legs; it | 


is not done well, but you are sur- 
wised to find it done at all. 

“It is commonly a weak man who 
marri¢s for love. 

“No man but a blockhead ever 
wrote except for money. 

“Claret is the liquor for boys, port 
for men; but he who aspires to be 
a@ hero must drink brandy. 

Johnson took mean cracks at 
some of his contemporaries while 
dining and jesting. 

Of the famous Lord Chesterfield 
he said: “This man, I thought, had 
been a lord among wits; but I find 
he is only a wit among lords.” 

Of the celebrated author of Pam- 
ela he remarked: “Richardson could 
not be content to sail quietly down 
the stream of reputation without 
longing to taste the froth from 
every stroke of the oar.” 

The worst jolt of all went to his 
geatest admirer, Boswell, his biogra- 
pher. Boswell urged in favor of 
wine that it made a man forget all 
his cares 

“That,” said Johnson, “might be 
of use if man sat by such a person 
as you.” 


Though abstemious as to wine, 
Johnson was extremely fond of 
food. “He who does not mind his

The Ontario hydro-electtic commis-

The report, which was the unanim- 
ous recommendation of the conference 
was made public from the Prime Min- 
ister’s office here Tuesday. 

The conference was called with a 
view to examining the engineering 
difficulties involved in the deepening 
of the St. Lawrence and the develop- 
ment of power thereon. 

The development recommended dif- 
fers in some minor respects from the 
double-stage scheme suggested by the 
Canadians in their conferences with 
the United States section of the joint 
board several years ago, and which 
was embodied in the main report pub- 
lished in 1926. In that particular re- 
port, the Canadians submitted two 


schemes. 
At Ogden Island 


The first of these contemplated a 
double-stage development scheme 
With the first stage at Ogden Island, 
near Morrisburg, Ont., and the lower 
one at Barnhart Island, about two 
and a half miles above Cornwall, Ont. 
As an appendix the Canadians sub- 
mitted the alternative project of in- 
stalling the first stage at Crysler Is- 
land, about three miles downstream | 
from Morrisburg. | 

The present conference report now 
definitely recommends this Crysler 
Island development in preference to 
the Ogden Island one. The second | 
stage remains as before, at Barnhart 
Island. 

Certain features of the previously 
recommended two-stage Crysier Is- 
land project have been changed by | 
the present report of the conference | 
in the following respects: | 

(A) It ty proposed to rehabilitate |

To be eligible for competition, a 
community must have a resident pop- 
ulation showing 70 per cent. of con- 
tinental European origin, first or sec- 
ond generation. 

The sections into which the judging 
is divided, and for development in 
which the prizes will be awarded are 
education, agricultural progress, citi- 
zenship, arts and handicraft and 
j@eneral, the latter meaning construc- 
jtive activites not specifically men- 
tioned in the other sections.

“You can say what you like abouf 
tariff walls, behind them, the United 
States has built up one of the most 
' powerful nations of the world,” said 
| A. F Ewing, K.C., addressing a meet- 


ing at Norwood school on Tuesday

| Conservative candidate for East Ed 
monton 

Mr. Ewing centered his remarks 


|} mainly upon the benefit to be derived 
by Canadian industries by the impo 
sition of tariffs of a sufficiently pro- 
tective nature, “We have got to ellm- 
inate the small things from our minds 
In this election,” he asserted, “and get 
hold of the big ones which will make 
or mar Canada 


Is Big Issue 


Tt was an issue, he said, which had 
been the tople of past elections, and 
was again before them-—Canada's re-

When mother says proudly: “My 
child eats only three meals a day” 
iake her statement with a grain of 
salt, for it often happens that mothers 
consider milk, orange julce and other 
nutritious liquids just something to 
drink, and those which baby drinks 
between meals counted as 
meals at el) 

Thus ¢ have one of these proud mo- 
thersw enumerating baby’s three 
meals: "Orange juice and cereal at 
seven. Milk at eight Crackers and 
milk at ten. Vegetables and zwetback 
and stewed fruit at one Milk at tro 
Cereal at five. Glass of milk ot aix,"— 
A total of seven meals a day instead 
of three 

Three Meals Enough 

There is no advantage in spacing 
meals in such a fashion, for all the 
food the baby needs can be taken at 
three regular neriods. Every stomach 
big or little is entitled to a rest period 
With small habies this period should 
be at least four hours long. In four 
hours the stomach has an opportunity 
to digest completely any food put into 
it. At the end of four houre (unless 
the food contains an  sbnormal 
amount of fat) the stomach’ should 
he empty and begin those restless 
wriggling movements that we inter- 
pret as hunger sensations. Then baby 
approaches his meals with appetite 
having learned by experierce that

Not so with 
food. All foods go through the regular 
process of digestion. Sugar leaves the 
Stomach very rapidly but fat remains 
as long as four hours, . sometimes 
longer, and while the fat is there and 
the stomach is not empty, there are 
no hunger sensstions 

This explains why the very fat baby 
even though his mother thinks he 
eats very little, may never have an 


the stomach so slowly that he con- 
tinually spurns food 

We must be careful when we say 
a child gets only three meals a day. 
Be certain that he isn’t nibbling on 
crackers, drinking milk, eating oranges
